Co ld , Sno w Seen fo r Much 
Of Sta te During Week end 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 30 
UP)—A 
cold New Year’s weekend, with 
snow contributing to highway 
danger in many areas, is the 
prospect for New York state, 
the Weather Bureau said today. 
In the wake of snow and 
freezing rain in much of the 
state last ni^ht, the bureau pre­ 
dicted temperatures would fall 
throughout the state today and 
tonight. As low as five below 
zero was expected in the north­ 
ern section and western Mo­ 
hawk areas, and zero to IO to 15 
above elsewhere. 
Two deaths were attributed 
to the overnight storm. 
One person was killed this 
morning in an automobile ac­ 
cident on slippery Route ll, 
near Pulaski, east of Lake On­ 
tario. There was no immediate 
identification. 
On Route 6 in Westchester 
county, Mrs. Grace M. Church­ 
ill of Peekskill was killed last 
night when the automobile in 
which she was riding skidded 
and struck a pole. She was 
thrown from the car. 
Continued cold was forecast 
for eastern New York through 


Jan. 4, except for a slight warm­ 
ing trend Tuesday. 
For west­ 
ern New York, the bureau pre­ 
dicted a moderation in the cold 
on Sunday but colder again Mon­ 
day. 
The bureau said strong winds 
would chum the snow in most 
sections. 
Snow flurries were on tap for 
scattered areas across the state, 
and snow squalls for the sections 
below Buffalo and near Lake 
Ontario. The bureau singled out 
Chautauqua, Cattaraugus, south­ 
ern Erie, Wayne, Oswego, south­

We are an optimistic people and always hope 
for the best. 
Each year, on New Year’s Eve, 
we expect everything to be perfect next year, 
althou gh nothing has ever been perfect before. 
Althou gh we had both peace and prosperity du r­ 
ing 1955, we can only look forward to an election 
year in 1956, which means that we shall have an 
increasing excitement between now1 and Novem­ 
ber. It u sed to be that most Ameri9ans enjoyed 
the stimu lation and excitement of an election 
year, bu t latterly they have not been so interest­ 
ing, becau se Frank lin D. Roosevelt was the last 
really exciting personality in the White Hou se 
and while he lived he had no equ al adversaries. 
Since Roosevelt died, the personalities that have 
emerged in both parties for the Presidency have 
been, on the whole, what might be called good 
men bu t not the k ind of personalities who mak e 
history. 
The cou ntry has su rvived them. 
As a 
m atter of fact, the Tru man Administration, say 
what you will, paved the way for peace and 
prosperity which neither the Repu blicans nor 
Democrats will lik e me to say becau se each party 
will be playing different tu nes in 1956. 
Peace and Prosperity will probably exist in 
1956 becau se no great power wants w’ar, par­ 
ticu larly becau se radio-active strontiu m is su ch 
a very bad chemical. 
It is this su bstance rather 
than the immediate explosive powers of the vari­ 
ou s bombs that has the statesmen of the world 
scared into wanting peace. 
And no m atter how 
mu ch they scream and mak e faces at each other, 
they will always think of radio-active strontiu m 
and forget abou t war. 
Maybe, at long last, the 
hu man race has discovered the weapon that mak es 
war impossible. 
If peace is prolonged, there is bou nd to be 
prosperity becau se the most costly and devastat­ 
ing expenditu res are war and the preparation for 
war. 
It is possible that we may become accu s­ 
tomed to the k ind of peace called the Cold W ar 
or, in its modified foim, competitive co-existence. 
Shou ld this state of affairs go on for decades, 
each side will have to find a way to redu ce arm a­ 
ments, most of which become obsolescent if not 
u sed. Already, there is mu ch concern over the 
enormou s stock piles of fissionable m aterials and 
fissionable wastes. 
The alchemists have per­ 
formed wonders bu t the hu man race is weary of 
wonders; it has become accu stomed to something 
new and startling every day and now’ is so blase 
that everything seems to be ordinary. 
When we begin to commu te to the moon, we 
shall probably complain that the portable radio 
su ffers from excessive static. 
The gou rmet will 
complain that he cannot get caviar on the moon, 
and that strawberries do not grow’ there in De­ 
cember. 
We have at last reached that stage in 
civilization when there is really nothing new u nder 
the su n. The symbol for ou r age is Q.E.D. which 
the little boy discovered when he moved u p a 
class in mathematics. 
The Q.E.D. era may prove that we have been 
wrong abou t many things du ring the past 20 or 
30 years when we have been beset by a madness 
of propaganda on all sides. Does it really m atter 
as long as we can manage ou r own lives and can 
find happiness within the margins of family life? 
What more does one really ask of life? 
The year, 1955, provided this advantage: we 
more or less came ou t of ou r fright. We are not 
as scared of the Big Bear as we had been since 
the end of World W ar 2. 
Somehow’ Khru sh­ 
chev’s speeches are not as devastating as Stalin’s 
silence was. 
We can tak e Khru schev’s meas­ 
u re; we never really u nderstood Stalin and as he 
recedes fu rther into history we u nderstand him 
less. 
He was a 
tremendou s historic figu re; 
Khru shchev’ look s and acts lik e a ward heeler. 
And so we approach the new year with a bit 
more cheerfu lness than other recent years. 
We 
shall have problems bu t probably, most lik ely, 
no w ar—and that is good enou gh. We shall elect 
a President and whoever he is we shall Ije told to 
believe that he is the greatest President since 
George Washington. And many will be happy to 
believe that, as they always do believe that some­ 
one or other is the greatest man that ever lived. 
So here’s to good cheer and gaiety and forget­ 
fu lness and all the virtu es.

P at Junior in the Soup 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 
Often, Joe’s mother is delayed at her superm arket’s meat coun­ 
ter. Bored, he seeks interests to fill his waiting time. Sometimes he 
makes a game of ducking under the m arket’s turnstiles. Some­ 
times he just wanders about its cookie department, feeding his 
three-year-old eyes on its delectably pictured packages. But usually 
toward the waiting time’s end, he grows restless — and begins to 
amuse himself by running up and down the m arket’s aisles. 
This morning, as he turned a comer, he brushed against a dis­ 
play of soup cans—and brought the pyramid crashing to the floor. 
The noise shocked him. The store manager’s shouts at his mother 
shocked him some more. But she administered the biggest shock of 
all. For instead of defending his aisle-running as the innocent pas­ 
time she had always found acceptable, she lit into Joe. She cried, 
“Can’t I take my eyes off you a m inute?” And half-pushing, half­ 
pulling Joe out of the market, made it clear that he had dis­ 
graced her. 
« 
So, this afternoon, Joe will openly disobey his mother. Called 
from the yard to get ready for supper, he will deliberately run out 
into the traffic-crowded street. 
We cannot really blame him. Joe -will feel for his mother what 
unreliable people always make us feel—distrust. He will feel aban­ 
doned and betrayed by the parent who, instead of firmly putting a 
stop to a pastime she considered bad, had encouraged it by letting 
it run on. Now suspicious of her ability to choose well for him 
between safe and dangerous action, Joe has made the inevitable 
decision. He will choose for himself—and flout her judgment. 
Our habit of ignoring what a child does until it interferes with 
our comfort or hurts our pride causes him to disobey, according 
td Dr. Lawson G. Lowrey, one of our wisest and most experienced 
child psychiatrists. 
He lists other parental attitudes that cause disobedience in chil­ 
dren. Check them against your habits: Uttering useless or unrea­ 
sonable commands; contradicting our own commands; threatening 
(and never carrying out the threat); refusing the child’s requests, 
even though they are reasonable; making him want to disobey for 
the sake of the excitement it creates; constantly expecting disobedi­ 
ence; quarreling with him over trivial m atters; evading own duties 
and responsibilities. 
If we are troubled by disobedience, Dr. Lowrey’s list of causes 
can be useful. We can begin to make it instruct us by putting its 
items into questions like these: Why do I threaten my child? Why 
do I indulge myself by refusing his requests, even though they are 
reasonable?

Marine Officer 
Candidate Course 
Starts in March 
Captain W. F. Sparkes, the 
marine corps officer procurement 
officer for upper New York state

HI8 APPEARANCE an d Hull’s 
absen ce at Quebec gav e rise to 
reports of a cabin et split ov er 
German postwar policy. 
At the outset of the meetin g, 
Hull told of hav in g in tercepted a 
letter from a South American 
d iplomat to his gov ern men t d e­ 
scribin g 
a 
meetin g of Latin 
American 
officials 
at 
Welles’ 
home. 
“Hull appeared to be quite 
an gry at the fact that Welles 
‘seemed to be operatin g a sec­ 
on d State Departmen t’ un offici­ 
ally an d that the Presid en t could 
stop him but d id n ’t,” White re­ 
cord ed . 
Sin ce this was about a year 
after Welles had resign ed as un ­ 
d ersecretary of state, Hull pre­ 
sumably mean t that Welles was 
attemptin g to carry on foreign 
policy as a priv ate citizen an d 
would hav e stopped if asked by 
Roosev elt, an old frien d . 
EVENTUALLY 
HULL 
won

Morgen thau gav e Stimson an d 
Hull a copy or a memoran d um 
on German y which had been in ­ 
itialed by Churchill an d Roose 
v elt. 
Though White d oes n ot 
d escribe it,

imposition of a tough peace, in ­ 
clud in g the elimin ation of much 
German in d ustry an d stressin g 
agricultural prod uction . 
White wrote also that Hull ob­ 
jected to Roosev elt’s makin g cer­ 
tain len d -lease commitmen ts to 
Britain without con sultin g the 
State Departmen t. 
AT ONE POINT Morgen thau 
asked how Hull would like to go 
about n egotiatin g on a Fren ch 
len d -lease problem.
